The taxation of the country {2 beginning to
be p suliject of the gravest importance, wod of
the deepest interest to all classes of the poople.
It comes home to overybody’s hearthstone,
It affects more directly and more seriously
the daily comfort of every man, woman, and
ohild in the land, than any and all politioal
questions put together. Taxation now falls
with heavier weight upon us than npon any
other people in the world, Our debt may not
be larger, but the rate of interest which it

ys s greater, than in England, Frauoce,
gluﬂlrh, or any of the nations of Kurope which
wo have hitherto regarded ns orushed to the
earth by the taxes lmposed upon the masses
of their people. With a smaller population
and less wealth than either of them, we have
to sustain burdens and enduare taxation (uite
equal to theirs,

Our ple are beginuing to feel this bhnr-
den, and they will fecl it more and more every
year. During the war aud for the first year
or Lwo after its close, wlhills business in every
department still felt the stimulating effuct o
it—while commerce, manufactures, and agri
culture were alike pushed to their ntmost
activity to supply the losses and repair the
dnnngm of the contest—it was comparatively
ensy ay the taxes, no matter how heavy
they might fall. But that state of things has
passed away. Industry is on the whols very
greatly depressed. The demand for labor has
not increased. Taxation bas ralged the prive
of every article of consumption. Rents, not
only in the great citiea bal everywhers v sq,
are so enormously high that to live in comfort
and with a rensonable amount of space is, for
men in moderate cirenmstances and with fami
les, simply impossible,

T’ha reaction, inevitable in all such cases,
against the aboundlnﬁ wodlth and lavish
luxury of a year ago, has set in with great
severity, and not one man in ten now makes
balf the money he did two or three years
since. And while a few have been growing
rich faster than ever, and the number of thoze
who are very poor has increased in a still
greater ratio, the condition of the great body
of those in the middle class—npeither vory
rich nor very poor—has been, and still is,
growing worse and worse day by day, The

t mass of our poople not only are poorer,

ut, what is still more important, they /el a

eat deal poorer this year than they did last.

d the burdens of taxation thus grow
heavier, and the people bear thom  less easily
and less willingly with every suceessive year.

It will mnot do for any party to negloot or
tamper with such an intereat as this too long.
It will force itsell npon public attention in
gpite of parties; and it demands eareful and
prudeul, a8 well as prompt and effective troat-
ment. The quacks and demagoghies of the
day, who are uaturally the firal to seize upon
it, nesd not Lope to satisly the public with
their nostroms, or to delude the psople into
adopting their dishonest and degiadiug

gohemes, Neither Batler on the ons hsud,
por Pepdleton on the other, will sncoved in
winnivg public favor for their fngenious pro-
jects of repudiation, FPhe peopls do not want
to escape the payment of the debl, nor the
taxation required to carry il alopg; they only
agk that its payment shall be made as ensy a
possible, and that tha taxation dewand«d to
meet its interest shsll be 3o adjasted as not to
corush the indastry and exhanst the resources
ount of which alone it can be raisod.

Unabinet-Making as o Fine Art,
From the N. Y, Tvibune.

An the resultl of the late election, it is again
apnounced that the President contemplates an
entire change in his Cabiget, So far as the
functions of a Cabinet are purely olerical and
mivisterial, consisting marely in carrying out
in detail the will of the Executive, in pntting
the Czar's whase into grammatical language,
aud clothing the despot's passion and rant
with the forms of respectability, we do not
see that any Cabinet Ministers could serve
the President’'s purposes better than those
now in office. It seems & pity to turn ount
snch pliant premiers, not for a failure to serve
a President whom they despise and a policy
they dizapprove; but from a fallure to serve it
scalongly, and to belleve in it enthusiasti-
enlly. Mven the worst of religious despots
allow thelr devotess Lo balieve what they
chiooge, provided they profess and do what s
required of them. The l'ru.ﬁi:luul shonld make
gome allowance for the early eduocation and
life-long antecedents and associations of most
of the mewmbers of his Cabinet,

It an official like Mr. Beward, whose antire
previous reputation had besn won in the saer-
vice of freedom, has proved himself willing to
endorse a policy which would have restored
slavery in fact after it had been abolished in
law, & tewnper so convenient should be held in
Ligh regard by a President who needs tools of
that stamip, aud may some day want mors of
them than He can find. If men of elear intsl-
lectnal seumen, who caonot fail to ses the
fully of a policy, will silently ignore its folly,
apnd speak and vole for it as often as called
upow, whet more can Ao Prostdont sale ¢ lat
the President does want men of a differant
stamp; men who do not see throngh his oradi
tieg, und are capable of sincerely believing in his
Llunders. A hypoeritical deterence to sto-
pidity does not satisly him; hie must have sto-
pidity ltgell, Wea hope the change, if any,
will be gquare, flat-footed, and thorough. The
abilities und semi-republivavizm of his preseot
Cubinet have sheltered the Presidemt f(rom
conwipt long enough. Unlegs they stand
combived with a firmoess that will bravely
oppose bis errors, their acoomplishments be.
come meyely the sugar-coating 1o his futal and
mizehievous errors.

Let him surround himself by wen of his
own grade if le would uiterly unmask his
own charsoter and purposes. Let no states.
men, no patriot, no sobor man come futo his
uew Cabinel, Lot him eschew the negative
gquantities, Dlalr, Reverdy Johnson, Cowan,
Doolittle, Steedman, and the like, These men
would say and do no wmore for Jolhnsonism
thauy his present Cabinst.

Saxon blood to do this, and ocur rulers have
sadly mistaken the politieal problem in foist-
ing this upon the country as the grost insue
before whioh everything must kneel. This
